The County of Osceola is the youngest | 


of Iowa counties, and a glance at her | 


short, but eventful history, will convince 
the reader that she is the most progres- 
sive and inviting, as she is the last born 
of the sisterhood, of the nincty-nine 
counties of Towa. 

Osceola lies in the north-western tier 
of Iowa counties, and is bounded by the 
State of Minnesota on thé North, by 
O’Brien county on the South; by Dick- 
inson county on the East; and by Lyon 
county on the West. The county contains 
292 square miles, or 250,850 acres. 

HISTORY. 


The county was organized January 1, 
1872. The first settler came into the 
county in the fall of 1870, but did not 
remain during the winter, returning in 
the following spring of 1871, when the 
tide of immigration commenced to roll 
over the prairies of Osceola. Thus it 
will be seen that the county is 
year and a-half old, and when we re- 
meinber that to-day its population is 


only a’ 


little less than 3,000, its growth and po- 
gress seem wondertul, though not unac- 
countable. The location and construc- 
tion of the Sioux City & St. Paul Rail- 
road across the county, insuring to its 
settlers a market for their produce, and 
a depot for lumber and other supplies, 


gave the first grand impetus to immigra- 


tion and served as the anchor that bound 
hundreds of 
homes.

THE PRESENT STATE. 

The present state of the county is that 
of an energy and interest unparalleled in 
the scttlement of any new county in the 
State, and for ought we know in the west, 
determined upona speedy transformation 
of its western wilds, into famine and 
waving fields of agricultural enterprise, 
and interest unsurpassed in the annals of 
incipient civilization. ‘ 

SPRFACE AND SOTL. 

The surface of Osceola county is gen- 

erally 


rolling prairie, with oecasional 


ranges of low bluits, dividing the valleys 
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Pat its streams from thetable lands. The 


prairie rolls everrwhere in the county t 
an extent that drains the land thorougi- 
ly, without creating either swamp or 
marsh, except in the valleys of the creeks 
and streams, and in a few basins formed 
by the undulation of the prairie. The 
soil is, generally speaking, of a dark 
loam, with a slight admixture of clay on 
the table lands, and a small quantity of 
sand and vegetable mould in the valleys 
of the streams and its few ravines. The 
soil is everywhere, from one to five feet 
in depth, and occasionally deeper. Corn, 
wheat, and all other crops 
known to the States of Illinois, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and their latitude, yield to 
the full satisfaction of agriculturalists. 
Wheat does well, while the yield of corn, 
oats, and potatoes is simply enormous. 

The character of the soil is such that 
it cannot be surpassed by any agricul- 
tural region in the United States. It is 
from one to five feet deep, and for small 
grain such as wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
}ickwheat, &c., is from all appearances 
“well adapted. 

It also bears testimony of facillties for 
yrodvcing corn of the first quality, and 
in quantity per acre equal to any corn 


potatoes, 


raising region in the State. 

In the principal part of the county 
there are no gravel knolls to be found, 
while in the parts where they are found, 
they are smal! and present but little or 
no impediment to cultivation, raising 
good crops of whatever might be planted 
or sown thereon. 


In fact no better soil for all kinds of 


farming purposes can be found. It is 
rich, deep, durable, and with proper care 
almost inexhaustible in its resources of 
life and vitality. 
THE LAY OF THE, LAND. 

The lay of the land, with the exception 
of some along the Ocheyedan valley, and 
in the northwestern part of the county, 1 
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ist ot a beautiful undulating table land 
lyin; in gentle and gradual rolls; so that 
itis possible for all kinds of ideas rela- 
tive to any particular lay of a farm, 
may be satisfied, from almost a pertectly 
level one, to that which lies in a succes- 
sion of gradual rolls. 

The lay of the land on either side of the 
Ocheyedan valley, which runs in a 
southeasterly direction through the east- 
ern part of the county, is quite rolling 
and broken, yet possesses the capacity 
for furnishing good farms. As proof of 
this we might state that most of the 
government lands along this valley are 
now taken by settlers. 

The lay of the land throughout the 
county is such, that, when the sections 
and quarter section lines are hedged, 
(which will be but a few years) the 
face of the country will present to the 
traveler an appearance magnificent and 
grand beyond description. We would 
invite any one wishing to see the finest 
farming country in the world to make Os- 
ceola county a visit, at which time we 
feel confident that they will become satis- 
fied that its s,erits are neither small nor 
few in number, but that they are equal 
to those of any land their eyes ever 
beheld. 


* STOCK RAISING. 


Here, as in the adjoining counties, stock 
raising is a safe and lucrative business. 
The grasses of the prairie, wild but rich, 
sweet and nutritive, are excellent food for 
cattle, and the thousands of acres of non- 
resident speculator’s lands, fora free pas- 
turage for the herds of the actual settlers. 
Hay may be had for the cutting and 
stacking, at an expense of 75 cents per 
ton, and the increase in the value of stock 
in excess of this expense, is clear profit. 
As fortunes have been made in this busi- 
ness, fortunes may easily be made here. 
Many fine stock farms may be selected 
throughout the whole county, and where

there is notrunning water, it may be ob- | 


tained by digging from ten to fifteen feet 
where such farms would be selected, and 
from fifteen to twenty-five upon the high- 
er lands. 

The grass and hay producing properties 
of these stock farms are of the highest 
character, growing grass sweet and ten- 
der, and producing hay to the amount of 


: -—from one and one-half to three and one- 


half tons per acre during a good grass 
season, and proportionately poorer in 
quality and less in quantity according to 
the degree of the adaptation of the season 
and adequacy of the amount of rain. 

The degree ot success to which farmers 
can here attain in pork raising will, as in 
all other places depend upon the degree of 
energy and skill displayed in developing 
the innate properties of the land for rais- 
ing corn and such other feed as is con- 
ducive to its growth. That the soil here 
contains properties which if rightly han- 
dled and cultivated will produce such 
feed as will speedily grow good and cheap 
pork, we need only to say that it is equal 
to any farming country we have yet seen. 

To be successful in any branch of in- 
dustry, the operators therein must be ac- 
quainted with, and have a knowledge of 
the different proceedings connected there- 
with: and carry out the principles in a 
scientitic and practical manner. 

Men coming into the county for the 
purpose of stock raising having a knowl- 
edge of the same, applying every requisite 
which the county affords, will have suc- 
cess in their attempt, anc reap the reward 
due to a systematized labor, and 
dustry.

WATER. 


The county is well watered by the 
Rock, Ocheyedan and Ottar creeks, and 
by numerous living creeks. Excellent 
Water may be had anywhere in the county 
by digging wells from ten to twenty feet, 
and tor the purpose of watering stock 
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there is ample natural provisions. 

Along these creeks. und their smail 
tributaries there is the finest grass and 
hay grown that is known inthe West. 


COAL. 


Coal has been discovered in quite large 
quantities in different localities on the 
Ocheyedan, about six miles from Sibley. 
east. Weare informed that parties are pre- 
paring to prospect in the spring, and in 
the event of its being successful, will ma- 
terially enhance the prosperity of Sibley 
aud Osceola County, as wellas the adjoin- 
ing counties. 


THE RAILROAD LANDS. 


Some 150,000 acres of land is held by 
railroad companies and capitalists, for 
sale in the county at prices ranging from 
$5.0) to $10.00 per acre, on long time at 
reasonable rates of interest. A man pur- 
chasing an 80 acre farm may pay one- 
fifth down, and the balance in one, two, 


~ five or ten years, to suit himself. 


Among the railroad companies who own 
land in this county are the Sioux City « 
St. Paul, Des Moines River & McGrevor, 
and Sioux. City Railroad Companies. all of 
which companies in disposing of their 
land to settlers, offer very favorable terme, 
The exact price per acre and terms of 
sale we are not able to state except in the 
case of the Sioux City and St. Paul Rail- 
way Company, and then only as regards 
the terms of sale, and not the price per 
acre. The terms upon which this com- 
pany wil dispose of their land are as 
follows: At the time of making the 
purchase one tenth cash, and one year's 
interest on the balance, which balance 
is divided into four equal payments, one 
of which is to he made at the end of the 
second, third, fourth and fifth years. 
At the end of the first year there is no 
payment to be madecof either interest or 
principal. 

These lauds are well distributed throug! 
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tions; so thitas soon as all the settlers of 
the Goveriment lands shall have moved 
upon their places, there will be no railroad 
section near which there will not be some 
‘ | one already living, to assist in relieving the 
new settler on the railroad land of some of 
| the unpleasantness, and loneliness attend- 
_ ing the immigration into a wholly new, 
 and-insettled country. 
We would not, under any circumstan- 
_ ‘ces, give inducements to persons coming 
west to settle on railroad land, beyond 
what the true state of the case would 
warrant. We have seen a considerable of 
the land owned by different companies of 
the State, and in our judgment, Osceola 
County presents the best opportunities to 
a man wishing a first-class farm, by pur- 
| chasing railroad land, of any county we 
have seen in the State. 


THE SPECULATORS LAND. 


The speculators land comprises but a 
small portion of the county, and lies 
principally in the eastern part, some of 
which is now in the market, and offered 
upon very favorable, and easy terms, 
even better than that of the railroad 
land. The price ranging from four to 
five and a half dollars per acre, and the 
time from two to ten years. 


SCHOOLS. 


Good schools are provided in every 
township of the county at the public ex- 
pense. 

As it is in all counties, at this particu- 
stage of their existence, schools and 
school districts, are not as yet in a per- 
fectly settled condition, but with suffi- 
cient time the inhabitants are in hopes of 
regulating this very important depart- 
ment, and settle it into a state which will 
be satisfactory to all who may become 
concerned and connected with itsinterest, 
at which time we feel confident to Say,

CHUKCHKS. 


There is no church building in the 
county at present, but there are Metho- 
dist and Congregational organizations, 
and the erection of churches for these 
and other religious denominations is only 
a question of very little time. 

There is preaching at Sibley, and at 
other points in the county every Sabbath, 
giving an opportunity for all church 
going people to avail themselves of its 
benetits. The people, irrespect ve of sec- 
tarianism, generally attend such religious 
services. 

POPULATION, 


The population of Osceola County is 
approximated at 3,000, with an outlook for 
an annual increase of at least 25 per cent. 
The population is made up of Americans 
of English descent, mainly, with a small 
sprinkling of Irish Americans, anda few 
Germans. 

CLIMATE. 


The climate of this county, as of other 
Northwestern counties, differs from the 
climate of New York and Illinois in a 
few particulars, which may be cited as 
follows: The summers and winters are 
milder than in the East: that is to say the 
heat is not so oppressive in summer, 2nd 
the cold, though sometimes intense, not 
so steadily cold as are the 
ters. 


tastern win- 
In the spring and autumn _ the 
mornings and evenings sre delightfully 
and refreshingly cool. 

The great altitude of Iowa above the 
level of the sca makes our air pure, «ry 
and bracing: and the “ripe old age” to 
which people live here, and the total ab- 
sence of pulmonary and malarious dis- 
2ases, occasioned by the climate, is a con- 
sideration well worthy to be taken into 
account by the home seeker.

The climate of the county may justly 
be considered one of the most healthy, 
being characterized by a dry and exhil- 
erating atmosphere, and to a verg great 
extent, well adapted to persons suffering 
from catarrh, bronchital or lung difficul- 
ties. 

The winters, shai characterized by 
some very cold weather, and severe snow 


-___ storms are not however unbearuble. 


The amount of rain this season has | 
been in abundance, though during some 
seasons it has been said to have been in 
such sparing quantities as to somewhat 
injure the crops. But this county is not 
alone in being sometimes visited with a 
scarcity of rain. 

The summers during which there are 
some quite high winds, are not as un- 
pleasant as those of many of our climates 
which are said to be good. We find no 
climates wholly free from all objectional 
features. And considering all things, 
we cannot but conclude that this coun- 
ty possesses a fine and very healthy 
climate. 

INDUCEMENT TO SETTLERS. 

Among the inducements that Osceola 
County offers to the home seeker, the 
following may be enumerated: Cheap 
lands, good schools, a good market for 
produce, a healthy climate, highly civil- 
ized society, low taxes, health, security 
of property, a hearty eeludtiin and a 
helping hand. 


CHARACTER OF INHABITANTS. 


The character of the inhabitants is that 
of intellectual, energetic, enterprising 
and thorough going farmers, and me- 
chanics; determined upon developing all 
the resources found in the county. 

RAILROADS, 


The Sioux City and St. Paul Railroad, 
Which connect Sioux City, on the Mis- 
souri River, with St. Paul, and the cities 
the northern lakes,

heartily appreciated and felt. Coal, fire- 
wood, and lumber are delivered at the 
depot at a slight-advance on their’ prices 
in St. Paul; and a good competitive mar- 
Ket is afforded for the surplus produce of 
the County. The connection which this 
road makes with other important lines, 
renders the county tine facilities for ship- 
ping purposes. The connection being of 
.Such a character as to create competition 
with regard to freight shipped either to 
or trom the east or south. When the Me 
Gregor and Sioux City Railroad shall 
have effected a junction with this road, 
it will furnish still one more dompeting 
line for travel and freight. 


ITS FINANCES. 


The finances of the County are not in 


such a deplorable state as would be ap-_ 


prehended by very many of the citizens. 
The total indebtedness of the county Is 
$15,000, not such an enormous amount 
as would hopelessly swamp its prospects 
into an unfathomable gulf of despair. A 
part of this indebtedness has already 
been liquidated. 
ITS ADVANTAGES. 


From what we have written relative to 
the merits and demerits of the county, 
we think that any candid and informed 
mind can arrive at a conclusion favorable 
to the idea of its possessing many adyan- 
tages to persons wishing to settle in a 
new county, and build themselves a good 
substantial home, where they may enjoy 
life, as life is among the frugal, and in- 
dustrious. .

We do not expect that there will be any 
rreat manufacturing interest developed in 
the county; but there are enough of the 
branches of industry to which the county 
is adapted, to warrant the assertion that 
its wealth will be above the medium. 

Grain, fruit, stock, and pork raising, 
will doubtless be the principal employ- 
ment of the country dwellers.

TOWNS. 


Gilman, eight miles south of Sibley, on 


the Sioux City and St. Paul Railroad, is 
destined to make a lively shipping point 
for all kinds of country produce, raised 
by the settlers. At present it contains 
but one store, run by Mr. S. S. Shaw. 
The building is 10x80 feet, two story. 
Mr. Shaw carries a heavy stock of general 
goods for a country merchant. 

There is also a physician located at 
this place, Mr. C. Gurney, who intends 
erecting an office building in the spring. 

The railroad company haye erected a 
water tank at this place, 18x20 feet. 

The railroad company intends to erect 
adepot building and a grain elevator 
here the coming summer; a lumber yard 
i3 also to be putin. It is safe to say that 
there will be erected in Gilman the com- 
ing summer, fifteea or twenty buildings. 

SIBLEY. 

The county seat is situated on the line 
of the Sioux City and St. Paul Railroad. 
195 miles southeast frém St. Paul, and 
74 miles northeast from Sioux City. 

Its history is an interesting one. In 
the fall of 1871 the town was located. 
The county seat was located in March, 
1872. On the ist of January, 1872, there 
wasounly two buildings on the town site. 
To-day, December 30th, 1872, the town 
contains some seventy-five substantial 


buildings, and a population of «at least 
300. «As late as the Ist of June there 


were very few inhabitants, but no sooner 
did the iron horse from the north-east 
make his appearance, on that (to this 
county) memorable day, than a host of 
home-seekers foliowed, and a lively go-a 
headative Western town is the result. 
Sibley is situated on the Otter, a small 
stream which empties into the Rock 
River. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS OF SIBLEY. 
THE COURT HOUSE. 


This splendid edifice is now so nearly 
completed, that a visitor can form a very 
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clear idea of what it will be when the 
last blow shall have been struck—the 
last finishing touch given. Ground was 
broken for the growth of this beautiful 
structure last August, und the work has 
been continuously advancing toward 
completion without haste, but with care 
and an eye tomuking the foundation safe 
and strong. i 
FIRST FLOOR. 

The dimensions of the building are 
v6 feet by 36 feet; two stories. The 
lower story is divided into four rooms 
and a hall. As we enter the hall through 
the front entrance, the first room to the 
left, 14x14 feet, is occupied, at the pres- 
ent writing, by the County Auditor and 
Clerk; this room is lighted by two win- 
dows, and is furnished by two large desks 
and a book case; ulso two tables, tinished 
and ornamented in the highest style. 
Crossing the hall, and entering the first 
door to the right of the front entrance, we 
enter a room 14x14 teet. This room is 
occupied by the County Treasurer and 
Recorder, and is also lighted by two 
windows and furnished with two large 
desks, two book cases and two tables— 
the same style and finish as those in the 
first room. From this room we enter the 
second door on the left of the hull, a 
room 14x20 feet, lighted by three win- 
dows, but not yet finished, but when fin- 
ished to be furnished the same as the 
other rooms.. From this room we enter 
the second door on the right of the hall, a 
~ room 24x14 feet, lighted by two windows; 
this roomis not yet finished. 

SECOND FLOOR. 

We now ascend a flight of winding 
stairs, six feet wide, to the second story; 
the first room we enter being the Court 
room, 23x3415 feet, lighted by seven 
windows, furnished with the same kind 
of furniture us the rooms on the lower 
floor, and when completed to be finished

we enter the J ury room and Sheriff's of- 


tice, 11x20 feet, lighted by three windows 
and furnished with the same kind of 
furniture. This furniture was purchased 
from the cclebrated Novelty Iron Works 
at Sterling, Illinois, by the Board of 
Supervisors last spring, for which they 


paid in county warrants at 871 cents on | 


the dollar, This furniture is of the very 
best quality, and latest style. We have 
no hesitancy in saying that the Court- 
house of Osceola County is furnished 
with better furniture than any other court- 
house in the Northwest. A flight of nar- 
row stairs leads from the landing on the 
second floor, to the observatory, which is 
finished with a railing, two and a half 
feet high, surrounding the apex, affording 
the visitor an unequaled view of the vil- 
lage, and surrounding country. From 
the center of the apex, stands a flag staif, 
thirty feet high, on the top of which 
there is to be a gilded Dall and weather 
vane. The top of this will be over sixty 
feet above the ground. The cornice, bal- 
ustrade, etc., give an elevant finish to the 
building, imparting to it an air of grace 
and lightness. The finish of the interior 
of the building will be of the highest 
style, and reflect credit on those having 
the contract. The exterior of the build- 
ing, however, is strikingly elegant and 
beautiful. “A large number of windows 
pierce the walls with finely ornamentec 
caps, which present the appearance ot 
elaborately carved stone. The erection 
and completion of the building, thus far, 
has been done in the most substantial 
and skillful manner by Henry Pfingsten, 
the contractor, and others under his em- 
ploy. The mason work was done by Mr. 
Newick, and no better foundation for a 
building was ever laid. The wall beiny 
of the best square faced’ stone, two feet 
thick, and set in the ground two feet;

THE SCHOOL HOURE, 

The public school building of Sibley, 
was built by J. H. Winspear, contraetor, 
in May last; is 22x36 feet, one stury, and 
painted white, with green blinds. It is 
neatly finished inside «and out, and js 
furmshed complete, with the celebrated 
school furniture, from the Novelty Tron 
Works of Sterling, Illinois; and has x 
seating capacity of accommodating over 
100 scholars. The building is supplied 
with a cupalo, for the receptacle of a bell 
at no distant day.

School has been held 
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This building was planned and completed 
through the indefatigable energy of our 
Board of School Directors, and reflects 
great credit on their enter prising spirit. 
Osceola County, for the amount of her

SIBLEY HOTEL. 

The grounds of the Sibley Hotel, which 
lies just opposite the depot, comprizes the 
whole of block. number three, which is 
150 feet wide, and 348 long, lying be: 
tween First and Second avenues, and 
Ninth and Tenth. streets. The grounds 
ure enclosed by a very neat looking fence, 
and also equally divided by a fence run- 
ning east and west through the center, 
the north half of which is devoted to the 
use of the hotel and barn, and the south 
half to use as a garden. es 

‘THE BUILDING. 

The building is situated on Ninth street, 
about midway between First and Second 
avenues, fronting the north, and is a very 
neat looking two-and-a-half story build- 
ing, thirty-six by sixty feet, painted a 
dark drab color with a dark brown trim: 
ming, having a large porch in front, 
which affords its oceupants an abundant 
opportunity for enjoying the shade i ina 
hot summer's day. 


THE FIRST FLOOR. 


As we enter the office through the front 
door, a room eighteen by twenty feet, we

TILE SIBLEY, ROCK RAPIDS AND DAKOTA 


RATLROAD,. 


Articles of Incorporatidn of the Sibley, 
Rock Rapids and Dakota Railroad Com- 
pany, are completed, with headquarters 
of the road at Sibley.; Ex-Gov. Miller, 
of Minnesota, is President of the Com- 
pany. Other prominent railroad men of 
St. Paul, are largely interested in’ the 
building of this railroad trom Sibley, in 
Osceola County, to Rock Rapids, in Lyon 
County, thence northwest to intersect the 
Northern Pacific Railroad. It is now ex- 


pected that Sioux Falls, Dakota, will be 


one of the objective points of this new 


line. We are assured by parties inter- 
ested, that it is the intention of the com- 
pany to have everything in readiness to 
commence work on the road as early in 
the spring as weather will permit, and to 
push the work forward as fast as money 
and men can do it. From what we know 
of the men interested in this project, we 
can safely say that they are among the 
most energetic, thorough going railroad 
men in the Northwest. Their past 
achievements in this line of work, and 
their well known reliability, warrant us 
in saying that there is no doubt but Sib- 
ley will be in direct communication with 
the Sionx River country in Dakota, as 
early as December Ist, 1873. 

During the coming summer there will 
be erected in Sibley, a building for the 
denomination of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; also a church building for the 
Congregationalists.

TO CAPITALISTS. 


In works of this kind the writers ven- 
erally make stirring appeals to the 


/ “Jandless poor men of the East,” and a 


kind invitation is extended to them to 
come and occupy the vacant lands of 
Towa. The charitable and fraternal spirit 
that tinds expression in such invitation 
is, indeed, worthy of the highest praise: 
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but if it is true that in Iewa a fertile 
soil, a healthful climate and hopes of. in- 
dependence and happiness are presented 
as inducements to the poor, emphatically 
true is it that to the rich man there is 
presented an ample and remunerative 
tield for the outlay and increase of his 
capital. si Fe 

In. the city of New York a man finds 
it difficult to lend his money with good 
security for more than 6 to 7 per cent. 
per annum. In Iowa the use of money 
is always worth 12 per cent. per annum. 
And the reason of this wide difference in 
the rates of interest cast and west is alike 
just and elear, for in Iowa the truth of 
the old maxim that “money makes 
money,” is a certainty in any branch of 
industry into which the capitalist may 
enter. 

Take stock-raising for instance. We 
assert, from our own knowledge, that 
$1,000 invested in young cattle may be 
doubled in a single year: and the same 
may be said of $10,000. ‘By the increase, 
if the cattle are kept for breeding pur- 
poses, & man may double jis fortune an- 
nually and so increase his capital in a 
veometrical ratio until, upon his original 
investment, he finally becomes the pos- 
sessor of an immense fortune. 

TO MECHANICS. 

If the highest ambition of the eastern 
tnechanie is to find in a western work- 
shop higher wages than he is receiving 
in the east, by coming to Towa he would 
certainly be disappointed. A mason, a 
carpenter or a tailor receives as much 
Wayes per day in Chicago or New York 
ax he can in Sibley, and the chief advan- 
tayes to be gained by his coming here 
are a house of his own and business on 
Every village in the 
State needs mechanics, and lone before 
these villages are supplied other new 
towns will spring up, and furnish new 
fields of labor. Very little capital is 


his own account. 


required to establish a mechanic in any 
of the ordinary trades, and a good re- 
munerative business is in every case a 
certainty, provided the mechanic is tem- 
perate, reliable and industrious. Car- 
penters, blacksmiths, tailors, shoemakers, 
tinners and barbers are in demand in 
Osceola county. The cash compensation, 
as we have said, for their labor may be 
no higher than in the East, but they may 
occupy farms of government lands while 
they are working at their trades, and 
thus, without much labor, become the 
owners of homes of their own. 


TO FARMERS, 

It must be extremely difficult for 
eastern people and foreigners, whose 
knowledge of the great Northwestis very 
limited, to comprehend the benefits they 
may obtain by removing to Osccola

sell for $25 to $100 an acre. who, by 
moving to Iowa, can obtain from the 
government 160 acres of land for noth- 
ing and another I60 acres at $1.25 per 
acre. Suppose a New Yorker can sell 
his place for $5,000, and come west and 
settle on a better place for $1,000, does 
he not realize $4,000 by his removal? 
But before he moves west he desires to 
ask these questions:

Few farmers 
in the settled portions are more than ten 
miles from a market. 

Is there plenty of timber? No, there

~ When a man comes west in the spring, 
(and, notwiths standing others’ opinions, 
to our mind, the best time to 
come west,) he builds himself a small 
house of sods or cottonwood lumber at a 
He then plows a few 
acres, and plants corn or potatoes in the 
sod. His cow is staked in a rich bottom, 
his patch of green vegetables grows in 
front of his door and four months after 
his arrival at his new home he is at home 
indeed, with food growing on his own 
farm for his family and his cattie. 


COLONTES. 


In colonies is the way that people 
should settle in a new country. Fifty 
families, including five mechanics, one 
attorney, one doctor and three store- 
keepers constitute a good colony. And 
we believe that fifty families are enough 
to form a new settlement. By emigrat- 
ing together they practically are still at 
home; for old friends and old triendships 
constitute home indeed. The women 
and children, by this means, are cured of 
homesickness, and the men have the 
power and the means to help and en- 
courage one another,

THE THINGS REQUIRED. 


Thousands of men, now wealthy, in 
the West, have come here without a dol- 
lar.

To settle comfortably in the West, a 


man, with a family, should have $200 to 
$500; and we would not advise a man 


with a family to come West with. less 


than $250.. A single man “ean get along 
anywhere,” and so it isin Iowa. If this 
little work should fall into the hands of 
some strong-handed, stout-hearted boy 
or young man who is “looking for 
” at $15 or $25 a month, to him we 
say: If you have your. fare to Sibley, 
Iowa, march down to the railroad depot 
and come West.

the District Land Office his declaratory 
statement as to the fact of his settlement 


on the land within’ thirty days from the | 


date of said settlement, and within one 
year from that date he must appear be- 
tore the Register and Receiver at the 
District Land Office, and make proof of 
his actual residence on, and cultivation 
of the land. He then secures the land 
by paying cash, or by filing a warrant 
duly assigned tohim. Should the settler 
die before establishing his ciaim within 
the period hmited by the law, the title 
may be perfected’ by the executor, ad- 
ininistrator, or one of the heirs, by mak- 
ing the requisite proof of settlement and 
paying for the land In this case. the 
entry will be made in the name of “the 
heirs” of the deceased settler, and the 
patent issued accordingly. Any person 
is entitled to the privileges of the pre- 
emption law who is the head of a 
family, or widow, or single man over the 
age of twenty-one years, and being. a 
citizen of the United States,

As to the kind of settlement und 
improvement the pre-emptor is required 
to make, the words of the law are—that 


he shall “inhabit and improve the Jand,. 


and shall erect adwelling house thereon.” 
Recent instructions from the General 
Land Office at Washington, require the 
strictest compliance with the spirit and 
intention of the law in this respect, so 
that noné but acttal settlers may enjoy 
its benefits. Under the former liberal 
interpretation of the law there were many 
bogus pre-emptions made by parties for 
mere speculation. 

The right of pre-emption extends to 
one hundred and. sixty acres. As nearly 
all the lands remaining in Iowa subject 
to pre-emption are situated within the 
limits of railroad land grants, the price 
to be paid at the time of “ proving u, ” 
is $2.50 per acre. For lands outside of 
these limits the price is $1.25 per acre. 

Where two or more persons have sct- 
tled on the same quarter section, the 
right of the pre-emption will be with the 
person who made the jirst settlement, 
provided such person has complied with 
the provisions of the law. All questions 
as to rights arising between different set- 
tlers, are adjusted by the Reeister and 
Receiver atthe District Land Office, after 
hearing the evidence. Their opinion, 
however, Is, subject to revision by the 
Conunissioner of the General Land Office 
ut Washington, In pre-emption cases 


the Revister and Receiver are each entitl- 


ed to a fee of one dollar, Payment for 
the land at the end of oxe year from set- 
tlement entitles the pre-emptor to a 
complete title. Ife then becomes owner 


of it in fee. 
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. THE HOMESTEAD PRIVILEGE. 


_ The original homestead law of 
‘United States was approved May 
1862. It entitles any person who is the 
head of a family, or has arrived at the 
* age of twenty-one years, and is a citizen 
of the United States, or filed a declara- 
_tion of his intention to become such, to 
_the right of a homestead on any surveyed 
government lands not previously disposed 
of. This right extends to one hundred 
and sixty acres of $1.25 land, or eighty 
aeres of $2.50, except in the States of 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkan- 
sas, and Florida. In those States the 
law restricts homestead entries to etghty 
acres at the minimum price, and forty 
_ acres atthe double minimum price. In 
Towa, as before stated, nearly all the 
government land remaining is within the 
limits of railroad land grants, and the 
price being double minimum, only eighty 
acres can be taken as a homestead. 

To obtain a homestead, the party must, 
in connection with his application, make 
an affidavit before the Register or Re- 
ceiver that he is over twenty-one years of 
age, or the head of a family; that he is a 
citizen of the United States, or has de- 
clared his intention to become-such, and 
that the entry is made for his exclusive 
use and benefit, and for actual settlement 
and cultivation., It is not, however, 
always absolutely necessary to go to the 
Land Office to make this affidavit. 
When the applicant is prevented by 
bodily infirmity, distance, or other good 
cause, from personal attendance at the 
District Lund Office, the affidavit may be 
made before the Clerk of the Court for 
the county in which the applicant is an 
actual resident. For such cases the fol- 
lowing is the regular form of affidavit.

An act of Congress, approved May 21, 
1864, also relaxes the requirement of 
personal attendance at the District Land 
Office, so far as relates to persons in the 
military or naval service, where the 
party’s family, or some member of it, 7s 
residing en the lund he desires to enter as 
a homestead, and upon whlch a dona Jide 
improvement and cultivation had been 
made. In suche the law allows the 
beneficiary to make the affidavit before 
the officer commanding in the branch of 
the service in which he may be engaged. 
The homestead application and the aft- 
davit may be filed with the Register by 
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the wife, or other representative of the 
absentee. The claim will take effect at 
the date of filing, if the required fees 
accompany the application and affidavit, 
but immediately atter his discharge the 
applicant must enter upon the land and 
make it his home, as required by the law 
of 1862.

At the expiration of five years settle- ; 


ment and cultivation, or within two years 
thereafter, upon proof to the satisfaction 
of the Register and Receiver of such 
settlement and cultivation, and the pay- 
ment of the tinal commissions, the Re- 
gister will issue his certificate, and make 
return to the General Land Office. A 
patent, or complete title, will then issue 


to the homestead settler, and he becomes 


the owner of the land in fee. Lands 
obtained under the homestead laws are 
exempted from liability for debts con- 
tracted prior to the issuing of the patent 
therefor. 
ADJOINING FARM HOMESTEADS. 

There is a class of homesteads kuown 
by this name. A person already coming 
and residing on a farm, may, under the 
homestead laws. enter other land lying 
contiguous thereto, provided it shall not, 


including such farm, exceed the aggre- 


gate of one hundred and sirty acres. For 
example, a party owning and occupying 
erghty acres, may enter eighty acres addi- 
tional of $1.25 land, or forty acres of 
$2.50 land. Or, suppose the applicant to 
own forty acres, then he may enter one 


-Aundred and twenty acres additional of 


$1.25 land; or forty of $1.25 land and 
forty of $2.50 land, if both classes should 
be found contiguous to his original farm, 
In all such cases the settler must in his 
affidavit describe the land he owns and 
is settled upon as his original farm. Ac- 
tual residence on the additional land 
entered is not required, but bona fide im- 
provement aud cultivation must be shown 


for the period required by law.

No person is entitled to more than one 
homestead privilege, and a settler relin- 
quishing or abandoning his claim cannot 
thereafter make a second homestead 
entry. If the homestead settler does not 


wish to remain five years on the tract, he 


may pay for it with cash or warrants, 
upon making proof of settlement and 


cultivation from the date of entry to the | 


time of payment. This proof must be 
the affidavit of the party made before the 
Register ef the District Land Office, and 
corroburated by the testimony of two 
ercdible witnesses. 

FEES AND ence 

For one hundred and sixty acres of 
$1.25 land, or eighty acres of $2.50 land, 
a fee of ten dollars is required to be paid, 
and also one per centum each of the cash 
price tixed by law for the land applied 
for, to the Register and Receiver, as their 
commissions. The fee and commissions 
above mentioned are to be paid at the time 
of entry, and amount to fourteen dollars, 
At the end o1 five years, when the claim 
is finally established and the patent is- 
sues, the Register and Receiver are each 
entitled to receive the same commissions. 
making four dollars more. 

Should the homestead settler die before 
perfecting his claim, his heirs may con- 
tinue the settlement and cultivation, and 
upon making the requisite proof, obtain 
title to the land at the proper time. 
Should both parents die, leaving minor 
heirs, the homestead is required to be 
sold for cash for the benetit of the heirs, 
and the purchaser will receive title from 
the United States. The sale of a home- 
stead claim by the settler before comple- 
tion of title, vests no interest or title jn 
the purchaser, but is regarded as evidence 
of abandonment. Under the strict  re- 
gulations now enforeed, it is useless for 
any person to attempt to avail himself of 
the benefits of the homestead law, unless

plats, being transcribed from the original 
surveys, will afford him a good idea of 
the general character of the country. 
All the counties in Towa are now settled 
to some extent, and the settlers are gen- 
erally accommodating to those in search 
of vacant lands for making lomesteads 
or pre-emptions, and are ready to render 
them every needed assistance, The lands 
still vacant in Northernwestern Iowa are 
nearly all of excellent quality, and will 
not long remain remote from completed 
lines of railway. 

The Land Office for the aistrtet em- 
bracing the northern portion of the 
State, is located at Sioux City. Thero is 
but a small quantity of land remaining 
This little city 
is rapidly becoming a place of import- 


ance, and.is accessible by rail from the

Every person js allowed to speak, write,

jects, being responsible for the abuse of 
that right, and no law can be passed 
restraining the Mberey 6 of speech, or mi! 
the press. 

All foreigners who are eidente of Iowa 
have the same rights in respect to the 
possession, enjoyment, and descent of 
property, as native born citizens, which 
rights are secured to them by the State 
constitution. By legislative enactment a 
still more liberal policy has been adopted 
toward foreigners. A recent — law 
abolishes all distinction’ between citizens 
and resident and non-resident foreigners, 
in reference to the acquisition, posses- 
sesion and enjoyment of property, real 
and personal, by gift, devise, descent, ‘or 
in any other manner. All property, real 
and personal, situated in this State, be- 
longing to a foreigner, if not disposed of 
by will, after the death of the owner, 
descends to the heirs of such foreigner, 
whether they reside in the United States. 
or in any forcign country—the rules of 
escent being the same as apply to the 
heirs-at-law of native born citizens. 
Under these liberal provisions it is very 
rare that any property acquired by 
foreigners in Iowa can escheat to the 
State. 

NATURALIZATION. 

Congress passes all laws on the subject 
of naturalization. The present law re- 
quires a foreigner to reside in the United 
States five years before he can be admit- 
It also requires good 
moral character in all cases as a qualifi- 
cation for citizenship. An alien, to be- 
a citizen, must go before some 
court of record at least two years before 
his

States. The Court makes 2 record of the 
proceedings, and gives the person natur- 
alized a certificate which entitles him to 
all the rights of citizenship in any State 
or Territory of the United States. The 
‘naturalization of the father makes all 
his children citizens who reside in the 
country, and are under the age of twen- 
ty-one years at the time of the parent's 
naturalization, even though they may 
have been born in a foreign country. A 
‘foreigner, after being naturalized, has all 
‘the rights of a native born citizen, except 
that he is not eligible to be President or 
Vice-President of the United States. In 
‘Towa he is eligible to any office, from 
Governor down to the lowest. Our pub- 
lic schools are open and free to his chil- 
‘dren as soon as he settles within: the 
borders of our State, and-he and his 
family receive the protection of our laws 
in the security of person and property. 
We should also say that if an alien has 
‘borne any title of nobility in the country 
from whence he came, he must renounce 
“such title before he ¢an be made a citizen 
of the United States. Under our Repub- 
lican system of government, each citizen 
is, to some extent, a sovereign, and there- 
fore, mere titles of nobility are regarded 
>as below the standard of dignity, which 
‘properly uttaches to every citizen of this 
’ Republic.

‘TAXES, 


In Iowa the taxes of each year are due 
and required to be paid without interest, 
from the second Monday in November 
to the first day of February following. 
As between vendor and purchaser, taxes 
become alien upon real estate the jirst 
duy of November of each year. It is the 
duty of every person subject to taxation 
to attend without solicitation at the office 
of the County Treasurer at some time 
between the dates above specified, and 
pay his or her taxes. On the first day of 
February the unpaid taxes of the pre- 
ceding year become delinquent, and | 
draw interest, as follows!

‘thirty per centum again attaches. The 
owner of the property may pay all sub- 
“sequent taxes as they become due, and 
thus prevent any further accumulation of 
‘interest, penalty, and costs. 

The laws of Iowa exempt from taxa- 
tion the sum of one hundred dollars of 
the valuation of the real and personal 
property of each tax-payer, for ten years, 


.for each acre which he may plant. and 


cultivate in forest trees for timber; also 
fifty dollars for jive yeors for each acre of 
fruit trees planted and cultivated. The 
county authorities of each county are 
authorized by law to make similar ex- 
.emptions from taxation (except for State 
purposes) for shade trees planted along 
public highways, and for hedges, not to 
excced five hundred dollars for each mile 
of the former, and for each half mile of 
the latter. 

As compared with other States, the 
rates of taxation are low in Iowa—the 
levy for all State purposes being but two 
mills on the dollars. In some counties, 
or districts, the people voluntarily impose 
additional taxes upon themselves for 
building school-houses, and various 
other local improvements which enhance 
the value of their property, and by which 
they are directly benefitted. The finan- 
cial condition of Towa is not equalled by 
any other State in the Union. 

HUSBAND AND WIFE. 

Under the laws of Iowa no distinetion 

is now made between the husband and

survives her. Each is entitled to the 
same right of dower in the estate of the 
other, and a like interest descends to 
their respective heirs. 

Neither the husband nor itr is liable 
tor the debts of the other incurred before 
marriage, nor is either liable for the 
Family ex- 
penses, including expenses incurred in 
the education of children, are chargeable 
upon the property of both husband and 
wife, or either of them, and in relation 
thereto they may be sued jointly, er the 
husband separately. Contracts may be 
made by the wife, and liabilities incur- 
red, and the same enforced by or against 
her to the same extent and in the same 
manner as if she were unmarried. A 
married woman may sue and be sued 
without the husband being joined in the 
action, except in cases where the cause of 
action iscommon. If a husband, being 
a father, has deserted his family, the wife, 
being a mother, may defend in his name 
any action or suit which he might have 
prosecuted or defended, and has the same 
powers and rights therein which he 
might have had. Under like circum- 
stances, the same right applies to the 
husband upon the desertion of the wife. 


STATE GOVERNMENT. 


lowa has a republican form of govern- 
ment, with three distinet departments— 
Legislative, Executive, and Judicial. 
The Legislative Department consists of a 
Senate and Honse of Representatives, 
which together are called the General 
Assembly; its regular sessions are held 
biennially, commencing the second Mon- 
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ITS HISTORY, EXTENT, AGRICULTURAL RESOURCES, ETC. 


Bis of Janifary#* When important legis- 
lation is demanded extra sessions may be 
called by the. Governor. Senators are 
chosen’ for four years, and Representatives 
for two years. 

The Executive Department consists of 
a Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Secre- 
tary of State, Auditor of State, Treasurer 
of State, Register of the State Land 
Office, and Superintendent of Public 
Instruction; ‘all ‘of which are elected by 
a plurality vote of the people. 

The Judicial Department consists of a 
Supreme Court, District Courts, Circuit 
Courts, and Justices’ Courts—the officers 
of each being elected by the people. 
The Attorney-General of the State, and 
the District Attorneys, are officers in this 
Department. aa 


COUNTY AND TOWXSHIP ORGANIZATIONS. 


At present the State is divided into one 
hundred and one counties, all but three 
of which are fully organized for civil 
und judicial purposes. The county ofti- 
cers consist of'a Board of Supervisors, 
Auditor, Clerk, Treasurer, Recorder, 
Sheriff, Superintendent - Commen 
Schools, Surveyor, and Coroner. The 
counties are sub-divided into civil town- 
ships, each of which elects three Trusteess 
a Clerk, Justices of the Peace, Constables, 
xnd Road Supervisors.
